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Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed 4/21/201 1 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1 .97(d) because it lacks a statement as specified in 37 CFR 1 .97(e). It has been 
placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not been 
considered. 

The information disclosure statement filed 4/21/201 1 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is 
presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1 .56(c) most 
knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in 
the English language. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been considered. 

1) The 4/21/201 1 IDS has a statement similar to that specified in 37 CFR 

1 .97(e). However the statement points to "the accompanying Information disclosure 
statement". There is no IDS which accompanies the IDS. Thus it not completely 
definitive as to what it is referring to. 

2) The IDS suggests that GB 2126568A and GB 2188945A are listed on the 
PTO/SB/08a merely because they were equivalents. This makes the statement vague 
as to whether they were first cited in any communication form a foreign patent office in a 
counterpart foreign application. Thus it seems that the two GB documents were not to 
be considered part of the 'accompanying' IDS.

3) There is no statement of relevance for tine first tliree listed Japanese 
documents. Although the MPEP points out "An English-language equivalent 
application may be submitted to fulfill this requirement if it is, in fact, a translation of a 
for-eign language application being listed in an information disclosure statement." But 
Examiner sees no evidence that shows that the GB documents are translations. 

The non-patent documents are also lined-through because they were previously 
considered as per the 04/02/2002 Office Action.
